Paris, Aug. 2. — An cxtraoi-riiiiary 
meeting of the cabairi to dih-cuss the 
Moroccan situation was held this af- 
ternoon. Fofeign Minister Plchon ex- I'"".' "'^m.^' 
pressed himself In favor of Immediate 
energetic action by Franco to secure 
reparation for the murder of Euro- 
peans at Casablanca and to Insure the 
.safety of the Europeans still there. In- 
asmuch as Franco and Spain were 
charged by the Algcclras conference to 
act together In the matter of policing 
Casablanca, M. Plchon advocated, as a 
first step, proposing to Spain the Im- 
mediate landing of French and Spanish 
troops at the scene of the massacre. 

The French newspapers, excepting 
the Socialist Journals aro unanlniou.s 
In demanding that the government take 
iloclslve stops to enforce respect for 
France In Morocco. Somo newspapers 
express tho opinion that mere' money 
will not stand in the way, and thi-y 
think the tlnio Is ripe to alianilon -M. 
Melcasso's policy of "i)aci(ic ponotra- 
tlon," which tlicy contend has .seryod 
only to arou.so the hatred of the floors 
for tho French, and march stralRlit to 
Fez. If the governor of Casablanca is 
punished, a goniiinc holy war Is likely 
to be precipitated, and this will or;- 
danprer tlie .Mpeciras aKrecmont. 

At llie ccmcliision of the cabinet 
mcot'iiK it was announced that Franco 
;ind Spain had re.-ichod an ngreament 
to concnntrato their squadrons on the 
coast of Morocco.

.shortage last winter, lack of cars lor 
tho transjiortatlon of coal has been 
found to havo been tho chief factor, 
'That being the case, there can bo no 
question tliat anotlicr coal famine la 
alie.-id of the iiortlnvest, unless salutary, 
measures are adopted, either by tha 
railroad or the government. In view, 
of tho oiiornious lncrea.so in the con-* 
sumption of coal, and tlie fact that ab- 
solutely no provision against a fuel 
famine Is being made, there Is tha 
gravest likelihood that the handicap 
that was put upon, the country lasli 
winter may be repeated this year, li 
tlio necessary something is not done. ' • 

The week before tho last, the mined 
of tho International company at Cola- 
man were idle three days, and : tha 
same conditions obtain this week. Thug 
it will bo seen that the largest • coal j 
producing concern in Alberta is work^ 
Ing just half time. 

The Canadian-American company at

week, said: "I regard the outlooK 
ahead of tho country with regard to 
the fuel supply as extremely "bad. I 
am Informed that all the coal mining 
companies of tho provinncc aro having 
trouble with this sliort.Tge of cars. My 
Information also is that there are no: 
stores of coal in tlie country, or prac- 
tically none, certainl.v not enough to 
last a fortnight. If liien there is rea.son 
for a car sliort.-ige at this time what 
can bo expected when the movement ofl 
the \vheat begins? In a short time, 
the dealers who Iiave apparently for- 
gotten last winter will begin to stock 
up or try tn, ijut of course, like last 
winter, won't be able to. Therefore, I 
ask what can the country loolc forward 
to.? If tho car shortage continues ns it

Coiitiiuiing, Mr. l.iiinis doolafcd lie 
had roccive-d a report tlijit a German 
con.sul had .sahl that American niea.t 
packers hud informed his government 
that tlioy were wililns to consent lo 
the inspection of any meat providing 
that whatever goods the German of- 
licials rejected should be returned to 
the packer.s, as they could bo sold in 
the United Kingdom.

The dress, .■siiecialiv 
of the younger wouiea of ihe cuaiui v, 
Is e.Nceediiigiy striking, and ilie Innii'i- 
grants were \',ateii.il witli the utmost 
iiiteiist Ihe travelers who happened 
to lie lit tlie depot wlieu tlie train ar- 
rui il from tliu cast. 

•'iiueiiowinia lies to tlio east of Ga- 
llel.i and Hungary, and Is an Integral 
part of tliu Ivnigdoin of Austria. Tli.' 
men wlio arrived tlihs moriiing did ii.it 
v.car a distinetlve dress, but the women 
aini.'are.l in file aiiiiar.'l worn in Liiudici- 
wliiia on great holidays. This dress 
consists ol II linen waist and sliirt, tli.; 
shirt lieiiig cut short and waist lieiog 
iiiade Willi wide llowlng sleeves. These 
sleeves are rlclily unibroiUered with 
bright colored silk and wool, and with 
shining bead work. Over the wlilte 
linea waist, there Is worn a sleeveless 
coat of sheepskin, wiileli Is usifally also 
lielily emhriiideii'd. No lead eovcning 
of any kind was worn liy any of ' th.: 
wonieiH and several of tliein were with- 
out shoes. 

"Tile Ituckowiniaiis are .s:ild to he ex- 
cellent farmers. The m.'ii are iisuatly 
taller than the Itullienlans ot Lialici.i 
and more stoutly built. Owing lo the 
fact that none of the Polish iiol)i.> 
families, who settled in (laliela. be- 
came rciideiit in Uuclcowliila. 111.' peo- 
ple of Hie latU-r country are comnioiiiy 
said to he somewhat rougher in tiieir 
manner of life than tlic residents ot 
Gal Ida. 

"Kcliglously the Buckowinians con- 
stitute an Independent church. Owing 
to the fact that so niajiy Polish peo|)b' 
seltl.'d among the Itutlieiiiau peoph' of 
eastern Galicia, thes.' p.-'ople eveiitunlly 
acknowledged the headship of the poiie. 
but the Buckowinians never did this, 
but remained orthodox in. iida r.i of the 
Greek church of Uusslii. Tliey had 110 
connection, however, with the ehurcli in 
Itiissia, owing to the fact tliat they 
\\err in a foreign country, and were in 
coiiseriiiiaice suiipo.sed to bo under llie 
i.nisdietion of the church In Jerusa- 
ieni. .N'o real authority was, however, 
exercised from Jerusulein. and tlie 
Buckowinians are In this respect in 
reality an independent people. 

Something of Tlieir Country 

"The people who arrived today speak 
in llic highest terms of the Ijeautll'ul 
country from which tliey come. Ac- 
cording to their assertions it is the very 
linest country in all tho world. The 
norlliern portion is somewhat rolling, 
the soil is unexcelled, there arc many 
rivers, streams and brooks, all fruits 
exco))t the tropical fruits can be grown 
In ahiindance, and tliose wlio have land 
live most contentedly. In tiie soutlieru 
part of the country there are nioimtains 
of the greatest beauty which attract 
many visitors annually. The total pop- 
ulatiiJn is about .ino.OOO. In the south 
tlii-re are great docks of sheep and the 
linest sheep cheese Is produced in large 
cpiantltie.s. Tiie sl;iris are largely used 
as clothing liv the people of tlie country. 
The liuc'kowiniaiis state that tli.^ move- 
nient from fialieia to Canada is much 
lar,^'er than from their country. Tlie 
popiiliitlon of Gailcla Is, however, very 
nnicli larger than that of Buokowinln. 
amountinB to many millions. In Can- 
ada tho Buckowinians. are mixed with 
Hie rrallclan settlers. IMost of thom are 
111 Ihe naiiphin coiinlry. at Ktda rtlni rii. 
In the Riding mountains, and In tlie 
hirR« coloiiv In the vicinity of Kdnion- 
ton. Immigration authorities state that 
thoy have uniformly proven good colon- 
ists In tho west."

RAILWAYS AND FINANCE 

Mr, William Macknezie on Canada's 
^ Futuro 

In an interview with a ropresenta- 
tivo of the Pall Mall Gazette, i\Ir. 
William Mackenzie, the president of 
tho Canadian Northern railway, said 
that Canada Avas today building more 
railways than tho Unltpd Slates. H-2r 
exports kept on mounting up, and hor 
manufactures wore rapidly mulllply- 
ing. In another four y^'ars (.'unadlan 
proJuce would be sent ahro.nd all the 
year roiuid, without resortln.g to a 
single UnltiM.l Ktat(>s port. 

Asl!0d what the plans of the (Jan- 
adlan Xorthern were, Mr. JIackenzli; 
said I'.e could not tell at jiresenl 
"There will not bo a great deal of 
new construction worlc to add lo th:; 
present mileage," he said. "This year 
will be largelj- one of consolidation 
and preparation for expansion. There 
will, of course, he some exti-nsluns of 
Iiranch linos ^^■hore settlors have gone 
In ahead of the railway. "\S'e stand 
committed to this, and will, of course, 
keej) faith in the matter, hut main 
line c:ctcnslons will have to .stand over 
tor the most part of another year. AVe 
shall employ as many men and spend 
as much money as in previous years, 
but it will, bo largely directed towards 
improving our present line. Special 
attention will bo 'given to Improving 
tho roadbed, and there will bo a large 
amount of building at the various 
centres. At .the presiBnt tlmo wo have 
on order oyer' dno million pounds' 
worth pt locomotives and rolling stock 
ot all descriptions, arid large ■ deliv- 
eries of this ■ now-'oquipment are now 
being received. ■•■Vi'o -should have or- 
dered more had- it been possible to 
I)Iace orders with Canadian manufac- 
turers, hut tlii.s, even working at the 
highest pressure, as they are doing, 
was quite impracticable. The Can- 
adian. West is like a i)ig, growing boy. 
Tlie suit of clothes mado for him this 
year won't button em him the next. 
So It is in the matter of railway 
equipment In Western Canada; we 
have to keep on Increasing it all the 
tinii! durihg tlie g'-owing jieriod. 'I'he 
outlook is now entirely satisfactory, 
and all the' in iii-atlons warrant an ex- 
pectation tliat tile present will equal 
last year in prosperity throughout tho 
u-liole of C.-inada." 

Alluding to linancial matters, Sir. 
Macken;;lo said: "I think that the 
temporary 'Htringenc.\-, affecting only 
certain classes of husincsses in the 
larger cities, is now at an end. It Is 
attributable chielly to conservative ac- 
tion upon the part of tho banks In re- 
stricting advanci's on certain classes 
of securities, so th.it they iniglit have 
ampkt funds in liaml to meet fully the 
ordinary bii.siiiess re(i uirenients of the 
m.iiiufacttu-ing anil -mercantile com- 
munity. Last vi'lnler In Western (Can- 
ada was the severest in my recoiler-. 
lion, and, as a Consequcr»ce, u large 
quantity of wheat, some forty million 
bushels, was hold over for shipment 
to market this season. This Involved 
a large lockup of money. Navigation 
on the Great Lakes is now In full 
swing, and with tho favorable weather 
now prevailing the Canadian Pacillc 
and the Canadian Northern railways 
are rapidly hauling the wheat from the 
Interior to Port Arthur and l'"'ort AVil- 
llam for shipment to hUiropo. As soon 
as tho shipping documents are ob- 
t.'ilned for tljc wheat they can lie im- 
mediately turned into cash, and from 
now on there will b-,- a steady InlUuv 
from this source into tho coffers of 
the various l)anks. On tho C.!real Lakes 
tliere are this season more vessels and 
a laiger tonnage than ever before, hut 
great additions will have to be male 
before long to Canada's inland ship- 
ping."

■■Mucli interest Is shown by tlvd pa- 
pers on both sides of politics in Mr.

position .will not have Its Influence up- 
on the manner In whlcli^ Mr. Borden 
will hereafter approach public ques- 
tions. He no longer occupies the sta- 
tus of a man responsible only to his 
party friends, for Jie has voluntarily 
accepted the emoluments attachlnir to 
the position of chief critic of the pol- 
icy of the Opposition. Hi.s treatment 
of public questions must ncces.^arily 
,assume a tone of greater responsibility 
to the public, whose servant he has be- 
come. 

For the above reasons it seems to 
lis that ;:\Ir. Borden's tour takes on al- 
nio.^t an ofliclal charncter. He receives 
his salary not as Leader of the Con- 
servative Party, but as the head oC the 
Opposition to His Majesty's govern- 
ment. He can hardly treat public 
questions purely from the point of 
view of his own party only. Whether 
this wUl be a gain or loss to the pub- 
lic Interest no one Is at present In a 
position to say. It can hardly fall lu 
contribute to a greater breadlli of 
View, to a greater sense of responsi- 
bility, to a more discriminating Judg- 
ment.

FOR FIRE PROTECTION. 

' Seattle Is considering the adoption of 
such a system of fire protection for the 
business part of that city, as wan sug- 
gested (or Victoria by tlio Colonist and 
ampllfled by Mr. S. Baxter. It Is pro- 
posed to Instal salt water nialn.s, and 
the Fire Chief and Assistant Clty'En- 
glneer have been working on the plans 
for some weeks. Tlie proposal origin- 
ated In Seattle with tlic Chamber of 
Commerce and It has been endorsed 



Tlie people of the United Slates, 
who have heretofore smugly assured 
themselves that they were foremost 
in the field of Industrial enten>rlse, 
ust be rubbing their eyes with as- 
tonisliment at the announcement that 
Canada loads tlie continent in instal- 
Ing an electrical power plant worked 
by. waste fuel at a coal mine. The 
achievement Is at once so notable and 
Important that it has moved Thomas 
A. Kdi.son, tlie great inY'-'iitor, to write 
a letter of congratulation to tlie man- 
aging director of the Chi.gnecto mines. 
Nova Scotia, the site of tiie Industrial 
Innovation. Mr. Edison points out 
tiiat it is the lirst jilant of the kind 
on the American continent. The fuel 
used Is the waste screenings, which 
makes thp cost of power so low that 
its use will be practicable for all 
manufacturing purposes. Tlie power 
Is transmitted a distance of six miles 
to Amiicrst. British Columbians, how- 
ever, will watch with, a special Inter- 
st the result of tlu^ initial ojioration 
of the plant, th()U,gh we as.'^unie that 
tlie experimental stage must have been 
passed and the all-doubt removed as 
to the practical success of the system. 
We would suppose that there are no 
obstacles in the way of tin; utill-/.,i- 
tion of the device in connecthm with 
the operation of any soft coal mine: 
and If this Is the case, no douljt some 
of the mines In this [)i-i)\lnce \->'ill he 
similarly e<|iili)iii:d. It would ap|;(':ir, 
on the fai!C of It, that the subject is 
one which would bear Immediate in- 
vestigation with a view, to the intro- 
duction of the new system to the mines 
of Vancouver Island. Possibly the 
business foresight of the boards of dir- 
ectors of the various properties will he 
sufficient to initiate tlic proper in- 
quiries; but the people of the Island 
generally are Intercsteii In a matter 
which would appear to possess > possi- 
bilities calculated to expedite the 
develoi)ment of this rich section of the 
Province. It seems to have been 
clearly e.stablished that by the new 
process cheap power can be transmit- 
ted comparatively long distances from 
the pit mouth. If this be true, one 
would imagine that the IntrDductlon 
of the syst(>m here would permit of its 
utih-/ation In aiding the clearing of 
land adjacent tq\the coal .mines. How- 
ever, this Is a There random thought. 
Tlie point worthy of note Is that In 
this industrial departure Canada has 
again made the world sit up and take 
notice; and wo iheartljjr,'; congratulate 
the people of No-ira- Scotia on the sig- 
nal enterprise shown by some of their 
leading citizens

After the meeting f>f the City Coun- 
cil on Thursday night the Mayor in- 
sisted .upon a reporter for the Colonist 
returning to the City Clerk certain 
letters, .jWhlch had been read at the 
council moeling and had been handed 
to the reporter for publication, accorl- 
ing tortile invariable practice in such 
matter.s' heretofore.

It cannot be said either of the Col- 
onist or the Times that news matters 
received from the .civic officials have 
on any occasion whatever been mis- 
ropresentel or put to an improper use. 
On the contrary the greatest care Is 
always taken by the papers, we siiea'. 
for the Times as well as for ourselvo:-,' 
to keep perfect good faith in all su'-li 
matters. The gi-ntlemen on the local 
staff of the city pajicrs fully apprecl- 
alo this respoiigiblllty and,-,whon In- 
formation is given them ofhclaily they 
are careful to use it Just as given. 
Seeing, therefor.', that it cannot b".' 
alleged that tlio Colonist lias ever made 
an Improper use of. the news given 
out from the City I-Tall, only two ex- 
planations of tile Mayor's course seem 
pn.vsible. One of them Is that he pro- 
poses to punish the Colonist and its 
readers for our having criticized him. 
The other Is that he chooses to assume 
the right to say what the public shall 
know and what they shall not know 
regarding tlio affairs of the city. On 
the latter point yvp have only one ob- 
servation to mako^ and It is that we 
distrust Jfayor Jlorley's discretion as 
to what the public sliould ho tol 1, and 
his honesty of purpose in giving out 
what he thinks ought .to be published.

The estimate does not cover the creeks 
on tho Indian river slope, whieii liave 
produced gold to the -Value of $2i,L'nn.- 
000, making the total output of the 
Yukon district $119,000,000 to date, it 
is estimated that there can be eight to 
ten millions of gold recovered from 
Ihese gravels, making the certain /u- 
turo output of gravel gold from the 
Yukon over $63,000,000.

J Kelr Hardie, tho well known iiar- 
iiamentarv chairman of the British 
Independent Labor party which has 
now thirty-one representatives in the 
British house of commons, will arrive 
in Victoria this afternoon as a pna- 
songcr on board tho steamer Prin- 
cess Victoria, nnd he will be a guest 
while In this city of James T. Stolt, 
Mr. Kelr Ilardio lias agreiKl to address 
a meeting at Labor hall on Sunday 
niglu. under tlie ausi)ii;es of the Vic- 
toria Trades and Labor council. He is 
now on his way to .laiiaii, ami will 
.iourney thence to China, Auslralla, 
India, and thence homeward in time 
to resume his parliamentary duties. 

Mr. Hardie first coontestod a seat 
In the British house In 1888, whan he 
was a candidate on behalf of the 
Scotclj miners for North Lanarki but 
was tihsuccesstul in that contest. In 
1892 ho was returned at the general 
election as member for South West 
Ha.'n, London. In January of tliat 
year a convention of local labor or- 
ganizations was held in I5radford, at 
which Mr. Ilardle iiresided. At this 
meeting the Independent Labor parly 
was formed. Mr. Hardie lias been 
chairman of this jjarty for ten yi.'ars, 
being re-elected each year. Ho was 
defeated in South West Ham In ISO.';, 
and in .l806 contested East Bradford, 
but was again unsuocessful. In 1900 
he was nominated for Preston and 
ift^erthyr-Tydvll and was re'turned for 
the, . latter oonstltuohcy. Hg rljap -slijco 
hiaeh twice ■ returned with increasing 
mn.lorlties. 

He is an effoctlvo speaker, and has 
been prominent since Its formation in 
tho Independent I^abor party.

WILL DEPORT SEALERS. 

United States .UnwillitiB.^to Pay Trnv- 
.eling Expenses. of Jap Sealers. 

Four Japanese^ 'sealersj • members of 
the crew of' the tSTapanese sealing 
scliooncr KInsel Marn, were lost from 
their schooner In May last and reached 
Sill;a, frnni where they were taken to 
Seattle, and afterward were ordered 
deported l>v the United States Inimi- 
grallon olllciais. Tlie olhelals at Wash- 
ington, however, declined to pay llie 
expenses of the four Japanese for the 
hoiiK^vanl trip, and, as the men were 
not sliiriwreeked seamen, the .Japanese 
consul would not pay their fares. 

In the meantime tlie castaways left 
Seattle .iiul went to> Montana to Avmk 
on railroad eoiiMructlon. After a dill- 
gent seai-eh of a couple of months the 
men wer,> fmnid by the lYnmlgratlon 
ollicials and brought to Port ' Town- 
send, wliere they were detained at the 
detention house.

DANIELS ON SWIMMING ., 

World's Champion Says Confidence is 

Chief Requisite of Beginners 

Now York, Aug. 2.—C. M. Daniels, 
the champion swimmer of the world, 
says: "Knack and confidence are two 
of the main things to acciulre In learn- 
ing how to swim. Strength is of sec- 
ondary importance and physical stature 
makes little dilTorence. There should be 
absolutely no tear of danger In enter- 
ing the water. Swimming is a natural 
accomplishment and form of locomotion. 
"With no. fear of being under the water 
for a few moments, the first lesson Is 
learned.' Keep every muscle .relaxed 
when In' the water. It Is when the 
muscles arc stiffened that cramps are 
most likely to attack the swinimer. 
"The three best and most useful 
strokes for all-round swimming are tho 
breast, trudgeou or double overarm, 
and tlie Australian crawl, which is tho 
fastest known for sprinting. These 
should be learned in the order named, 
and it IS best to thoroughly acquire 
each bclore trying tho others, or at 
least to . gain the fundamental and 
practical knowledge of them as one 
goes. along."

was "deemed safe. The story goes that 
on one of . these occasions a huge 
mountain of Ice broke nway fi-om the 
silent river and plunged into the bay, 
raising a wave that nearly stood the 
vessel on her beam end. Since that 
time It has been customary to view 
the wonder that was llrst exploited by 
John Mulr from a respectful distance. 

The glacier is roachod by taking a 
course through Icy strait instead of 
entering I.ynu canal. Icy strait leads 
into Glacier V^ay, wdiich has been often 
described as a sea of llontlng ice, A 
steamer has to pick Its way througli 
the "pack" in order'to g6t in front of 
the glacier, the' dimensions of which 
were given by Miner Bruce in isr,!> as 
two miles across and 250 feet high.

A new line of steamers from Puget 
Sound via Victoria' to the Orient will 
be established in 1009 With nine large 
steamships by the Osaka Shosen ICal- 
sha (Osaka i\lercl;ant Steamship com- 
pany) lu connecllcni with the Chicago, 
M'lwaukee and St. Paul railroad coiii- 
paiiv. whose Paciiic coast exten.^iou s 
expected to bo in operation to boat lie 
in I'JD'.l. The latest steamer of the 
new line, according to ttho contract 
made between the railway company 
and the Japanese shipping Ann Is to 
bo delivered not later than l-ebruary, 
1009 The Osaka Shoaen Kaisha, Is 
second only to the . Nlpp.on Tusen 
Kaisha among Japanese steamship 
comiianles. The company was formed 
at Osaka, In 18S2, five years after the 
advent of maritime business on any 
scale In Japan. The IMltsubishl and 
Kvodo Uji'yu companies preceded It, 
aiid in 1S85, "after a desperate competi- 
tion tliese concerns were amalgamated 
and formed Into the Nippon Yusen 
kaisha. Tin; Osaka Shosen was'i'form- 
ed to run steamers west from Osaka, 
the field of operation being enlarged 
tlrst to Formosa, then to Korea and 
China, and now across the Paclllc. The 
company's fleet was increased from 49 
vessels with tonnage oM;r,.488 In 1893 
to 97 with tonnage of .92.280 In 1905, 
and further Increases have since been 
made, ''. "' 

Particulars concerning a tentative 
agreement made between the Milwau- 
kee, Cliicago.and St. Paul road and 
the Osaka Shosen kaisha are given by 
President A. J. Karling, of the rall- 
wtiv, now at Seattle. He said: "The 
final arrangements have not been con- 
eluded, but It Is certain that by tlie 
lime the Paciiic eo;ist extension has 
been co'mpleteil tliere will bo a fleet 
of new steamslilps to ply between 
Seattle and the Orient. . ... .f.„ 

"When the project of cxtendlnsf-v.the 
lino of the Milwaukee road 'to th>» Pa- 
ciiic coast was ^eguh, It Wos the pur- 
pose of the 'comijaiiy to' build its own 
steamships.. After considering the mat- 
ter. I concluded that running steam- 
ships was simiewhat out of the lino of 
endeavor of a railroad.

"Mr. Takanuchl, representing the 
Osaka .Shosen Kaisha, who : was In 
Seattle several months ago, began ne- 
gotiations with the Chicago, ^.Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul to operate a lino, of 
steamships In connection with the rail- 
road. The Osaka Shosen Kaisha does 
a largo con'stwlso business In J.-ipan. 
It has a large fleet of ships plying be- 
tween ports In the Orient, and when It 
was projiosed to bull.l .'i numbfr of 
steamship.'! for the American trade, I 
thought well of the Idea. 

"Thei^e are many imimrtant details 
to be settled yet. It has been pro- 
posed to organl/;e a new company to 
operate the new line which will be fin- 
anced by the Osaka Shosen Kaisha 
and the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, although that part has not been 
dednitoly decided upon. It .has been 
proposed to name the -now company 
the .Tapaneso Mercantile ^tearn'shlp 
company. Whether the v Mlhtaukee 
owns the lino outright or not. It will 
be lu-avily Interested In the company 
which operates It. 

".■\ce'irding to the tentative .agre,'5- 
nient whioli has been nvached the nine 
steamships will have a capacity of 
ab.iut 12,000 tons each. The typo of 
snip will be smil;(r to that of the 
Nippon Tusen Kiilsha. I believe that 
steamships of that type t:aii be oper- 
ateil nioi'o profltabl.v than those fif a 
iriueh larger capacity. One of our 
ships will not be able to carry a.s much

PRINCESS LIHER 10 



Tenders Are Invited For a Fast 
Vessel From British Ship- 
builders by -the CP. R. . 



The C. P. R. lias invited British 
shipbuilders to tender for the con- 
struction of the new fast Princess 
steamer which is being secured to 
alternate with the Princess Victoria 
on the Victoria-Vancouver . and Vlc- 
loriti-Seattle routes. The^ vessel Is de- 
scribed In the cablegram from London 
as 330 feet long with a speed of 20 
knots an hour. The new steamer Is to 
bo 25 feet longer than tho Princess 
Victoria and with six feet more beam. 
The speed stated Is similar to that of 
the Princess Victoria \vhlch st<!ams 
20 knots, or about 24 land miles an 
hour. It is the speed which .adds to 
tile cost of a liner such as the new 
PrIncesK, which is expected to cost 
about $400,000. With regard to the 
cost of speed a technical writer in a 
slilpping paper recently said: Replying 
to a question as to the relation born 
bv the expense of speed to the In- 
cfoaso In elhcloncy that 1 per cent, in- 
crease, of speed requires 2 jjcr cent. 
Increase In length, 6 per cent. Increase 
In tonnage and bunker coal, and 7 per 
cet. Increase In horse-power, lioip^r 
capacity, and ongino-room crew. These 
conclusions, of course, arc now sub- 
ject to some modifications" since tho 
Introduction of the turbine, and it is 
possible tliat the coming of internal 
combustion machinery may still fur- 
ther upset tho basis of the calculation; 
but meanwhile it liokls for the great 
majority of steaiu-propellod ves- 
sels. .,'..' 

It is not known what ; decision hJas 
boon reached, If It has been reached by 
tho C. P, K. officials with regard to the 
motive p6wer ,.o£ the new boat— tur- 
bines or reciprocating engines. Tur- 
bines are much tn favor for fast 
steamships, and one set of plans mlade 
for the new vesiud includes turbiiie 
machinery, while ix'.'o other sets pro- 
vide for the con.'-triiction of recipro- 
cating niachliier\'. Thi> only turbine 
Hteaiiicr that lias been seen at this port 
Is the Maheno, of the Canadlan-Aus- 
tivillan line. \Vlii'ii she was in port 
a year ago her maehliiory was. Inspect- 
ed by a large nunibor of local en- 
gineers. The main argument brought 
to bear against tho use Of turbines has 
been tho djfflcijlly . of. -golng;.iastern, 
but ehglneei'a arc making provisions 
for larger stern turbines to remedy 
this disability. The experience of 
turbines on the big Atlantic liners has 
been that they savo from C to 10 per 
cent, in fuel, have less, weight, save 
In the amount. Of oil used for lubrica- 
ting, and have* an absence "of noise or 
vibration. 

The Princess Victoria was built by 
Swan Hunter & Co., of Newcastle, and 
was brought tn Victoria by Cajit. 
Cooper, or R. M. f-'. Athenian, being 
completed in Victoria. 'The new Prin- 
cess Is expected to be ready lor ser- 
vice In the, .spring of 1909.,..

2.— Tho nilnlKtor of pub- 
lic works has approved tlio in-ojcct of 
tlic dopartnicnt oI briasus .iincl, roads 
for tho construction ol^a canal to con- 
nect t)ic valley of tho Tlhone with the 
port of Marsoillos. 

Tho lillls HeparatintT the Rhone from 
Miirsoillos iiro loo lilgh to be sur- 
mounted by loclts, and the project in- 
N'olvos a tunnel seven kilometres in 
length at a cost' of $6,900,000. This 
tunnel, nioasiired by the amount of dirt 
excavated, .\vui bo the largest In tlte 
world. The width o£ tho canal (per- 
mitting two barges to pass at any 
point), together with the tow paths on 
either side, will be 66 feet, and the 
l-.eipriU will bo 42 feet. 

IL will thus Involve the excavation 
of iMSG.ooo cubic metres, against 
i.O'iS.ioo In the case of tlie famouK 
railroad tunnel at Slniploh, which is 
-1.0 kilometres In length, but only 24 
foet wide and 18 feet high. 

The total cost of the Marseilles- 
Rhone canal would be $15,200,000 .

In a paper on "Struotural Develop- 
ment in British ' Merchant shlpK," 
which was read, at tho Bordeaux iii-

"The Great Eastern, built in isn;), 
was 680 teet by 83 feet, is . stated to 
htivo hiid no sheer, and no close spaced 
transvi'iKo friune; the transverse luom- 
bers consisted of webs and bidklieads 
which ;ivora.!^ed 16 feet aiiarl, otdy a 
lew of thciii bcinu extended to the out- 
er shell. Tile tiora o£ beams below 
the upper docli were but little better 
timn rafters for flooring, the aholl 
Iiliitingr was only ,'i-l inch iron (for 
whlclt modern practice \vouid. call 
12-2l)th steel the equivalent) stiffen- 
ed by loiiK-ltudlnals 2 feet G inches 
apart on the bottom, 5 feet on tho 
bilges .-uid sides, and 7 feet 6 inclics 
apart on tlic top sides; tlicre wiis in- 
ner sldn of half-inch iron (equal to 
S-20tli steel) oxtendln,',' up to tho 
fourtli doclc, two loimitudinai buik- 
licads of the same thickness wiiicdi ex- 
tended to tlio full deptli of tlie shli), 
stiffened by plate webs ,1 feet ajiart. 
Tiic upper deelv w.-is in two layers of 
two tliicknesses of luaf-ineh plating: 
In combination with lonfjitudinais .'1 
feet apart, S(j that longitudinally she 
\v;is a siiif^le-deck ship, havinr; rel- 
atively narrow but very stron.^ top 
inendiers connected to tho lower part 
of the structure l)y four filnis of thin 
phiting, two of which were net stiffen- 
ed Inside the squares of about IC feet 
by 7 feet G inches, formed by the 
dock stringers and webs. The sliip 
was rlvotetl throughout with 7-8 Inch 
rivets, all tho plate scams were single 
riveted, anS none of the butts had 
more than double riveting. 

The Cunard steamers are 760 foot 
by 87 feet 6 Inches by 60 feet, liavo 
slioer, the traverse frames arc ;!2 
inches apart, reinforced by web frnnu s 
fO feet 8 inches apart; there are four 
complete stool docks, having beams 32 
Indies apart; tho shell platlngr la 
2I-20th to 20-20th; there Is an inner 
skin 15-20th thick, extending 8 fpet 
above the keol, .stiffened by 10-20th 
longitudinals about 6 feet apart. In ad- 
dition to the transverse floors 32 Inches 
apart; there are two longitudinal bulls- 
heads 10-;»-20ths tliick, extending up 
to tho fourtl- deck, while tho top mem- 
ber of the structure consists of two 
layers of iliiok plating connected ro 
double topside plating over 2 inches 
total thickness. Tho riveting of th 
seams of sliell plating- is treble, and of 
the butts quadruple, with special dou 
l)le straps on the top sides. 

It cannot bo said tliat the introduc- 
tion of stool revolutionized sliipl)iiild- 
ing, although it pushed progress fast 
nor that the manufacturer lias be 
alicad of tho consumer, altiiough tlioro 
liavo been great developments since 
tho dgys of the Buenos Ayrenn, th 
llrst steel Atlantic steamer, in the 
number of sections and sizes ot ma- 
terial tivailable. 

1'iie c'li'go stoainer seems to mc to 
be the most important species of tlio 
genus ship, not only because it is ini- 
meric.'illy tlie largest, but because it 
sliows the greatest number of varia- 
tions, !ind tlic greatest activity in de- 
velopijig these into distinct speci-js. 
Tho ortlinary large cargo steamer of 
30 years ago was but a modification in 
dimensions of tho contemporary pas- 
senger and cargo type, ranging In 
length from 260 foot to 280 feet, having 
two tiers of beams, a tier of wide- 
spaced hold beams, and, quite com- 
monly, a double bottom. For smaller 
vessels tho raised quarter-deck or 
well-deck typo, was practically su- 
preme; but it seems unnecessary to 
deal with them separately, as they 
presented few special features in con- 
struction which have not since been 
embodied In tho now paranwunt type 
having continuous decks. The raisf^d 
quarter-icck has been of evolutionary 
value from the fact that the denuuid 
for the omission of complete tiers of 
beams in wa.v of the quarter-deck had 
to be faced and met almost from th.i 
beginning; so that the introduction of 
v,-eb frames, as an ofHclent substitute 
for a third tier of lie.-ims in a three- 
deck, or a second tier in ,a two-decl^ 
hip, is now a matter of quite tmcient 
history. The web frame ship wa.s an 
Imin-ovoment in design for bulk car- 
riers, but tlie bi'olteii stowage for other 
trades created a donuind whicli led to 
the .leep-l'i''tnie system being intro- 
duced, I beiii've, hy Jlessrs. Stephen, 
of Ijii.tliouse, about IS.ST; that is, each 
fr.'ipie was made stiif enough and 
Irnng enoiigli for the longer spans 
caused Ijy t'le omission of the wonii 
deck from tlie second deck level, tin 
omission of valueless material whicli 
ems to liiivc lieen at first generally, 
although not universally, regarded .-.is 
oni' having .■meii structural importance 
-iemaiided either compensation or 
freeljotird penalty. 

'J'he steamer l^ineluden, 312 feet by 
12 'feet -1 Inches liy 2(i ieet 3 inches, 
so f.u- as I Unov.- tlu^ lirst real slngle- 
d<'Ck shii) of tliis deptli, or near it, was 
built liy Jlessrs. l''urness. Withy ,t 
:o., West Hartieiiool. in ISOi;, and w.ts 
oiisidered to a radical, if not dan- 
ger(nis, departure; but circuin:jlanc(>s 
liavc more liian justilied tlie design, 
and this sliij) was the forerunner of a

anything in whicdi reliance Is placed 
solely upon deep ' fciiming, unsupport- 
ed by beams of any kind below tiio 
upjier deck, having depths of 28 feet 
G inches to 29 foot 6 inches. Tlio 
range of development in this type Is 
shown by comparison of this vessel 
v.dtii a singie-declc steamer, 202 feet 
by feet (i ineiies by 28 foet G inches, 
of wliich a numijcr have been built 
for service on tlio American lalces, 
and wiiose lepth corresponds with tlio 
K'.ast for whicii three tiers of beams 
used to be the standard. We have al- 
ready reached a close approximation 
in design to an open boat witii a port- 
able deck, and. If trade reciuirements 
demand It, we are yet far from liav- 
Ing reached any limitation upon the 
r]lmensions of this type based on 
practical considerations. The evolu- 
tion of tho single-deck steamer from 
the" three-deck type has been on clear, 
woll-deflncd lines, but recent activity 
in designing new methods of construc- 
tion ana typos of ship Intended to 
solve the problem of comi)ining large 
capacity and large deadweight on lim- 
ited draught, with ample water bal- 
last capacity, unbroken stowage, ab- 
sence of hand trimming for bulk car- 
goes, and simplicity of construction, 
has produced designs which are such 
variations from tho parent ship as to 
form distinct species, and which havo 
had, in some cases, ctulte an evolu- 
tionary history. l<'or example, In Mr. 
M'Glashan's ship thoro is no change in 
external forhi, but by the simple ex- 
pedient of adopting tv/o skins of plat- 
ing it is possible, not only to carry a 
very large (luantlty of water ballast, 
having a higlier centre of gravity than 
tiie normal, but to secure such great 
transverse and longitudinal strength 
from material disposed of in tlio best 
position as to give tho power of prac- 
tically indefinite expansion in .ship 
dimensions. 

Mr. r'nster-King, in concluding said: 
If atackod solely from tho point of 
economy tmd efliciency of design and 
as a prolilom in engineering, uha'ii- 
pered by preconceived ideas of con- 
struction iirul trade reriuirements. 3t 
seems to bo obvious that tlie natural 
design of a ship -shaped girder would 
bo one whicli would have the material 
disposed entirely on the circumscribing 
walls. AVe have c.-^rtaiiily grown up 
amid the conception that numerous 
tiers of iieanis are n.atural, tmd that 
tlielr omission demands componsa Linti, 
instead of wliat seems to be the sound 
idea oxempliflcd liy Messrs. Brunei 
;ind .Scott Uusseii iialf a century ag^), 
lliat tho ideal structure would havo 
the longitudinal mnterial massed on 
tlie upper deck, bottom, and sides; 
the transverse members would be of 
the simplest form and fewest number 
possible, with their contributary ele- 
ments as far apart .".s the thickness of 
pititing would iierniit; while adlltlonnl 
tiers of beams or Itiyers of plating 
would be regardt'd as unscientific and 
ill be fitted only under compulsion of 
trade conditions, but that, when flt- 
led tlie liest use had to be made of 
them as factors In the stractural 
eciualion, in order to minimize what 
must necessarily be wasttul In welglil. 
just as is-the central core of a shaft 
Ol- ;inv other massing of material in 
ilii> wrong place. It appears to nic 
that the tendency of all types ot de- 
veioinnent, with the exception o£ the 
large mall and passenger steamer, has 
been towards reduction In number of 
parts, economy of labor, rather than 
weight, to. a probably unconscious re- 
alization ot the priiieiples ot desigfi 
which I have venturt'd to put forward 
as tho best; and partieulaiiy in tin- 
case of bulk carriers to tin , l"scst pos- 
sible npproximatton to an oih'u bojit— 
;i design which seems to bo not only 
the child of the ages, but the fathe^ 
of the Ideal design for such vessels.

Tiio person wiioni I visited es- 
corted me to the door and called my at- 
tention to one littlo sign which I had 
overlooked. It was in.scrlbed "Baker." 
'That,' he said, 'Is the only American 
family in the house, and they havo a 
boarder whose name Is (Sirpcnter, both 
men are ironworkers.' It all made mo 
tlilnk I had been nt a. labor union con- 
vention." ^ 



PURITY IN PUBLIC LIFE 

The Views of a Religious Paper on tlie 

Issue 

Toronto Presbyterian: It la a whole- 
some sign of tho time that the same 
standard of morals is coming to ho 
applied to public as to private life. A 
public meeting of tho citizens in Nov.a 
Scotia was recently held apparently 
for tho express purpose of uttering a 
word of caution wdtli rc.^ard to the 
appointinont of the next high commis- 
sioner to Great Britain. A resolution 
was passed at that meeting expressing 
the earnest hope that the man select- 
ed for the position should bo a gentle- 
man of unblemished character, on 
whose, public or private life there was 
no stain. 

Tho crowing concern for the reputa- 
tion of our public men Is certainly a/ 
healthy sign of our national life, and 
it should be encouraged and cultivated. 
We have heard the doctrine advocated 
by those whom it suited that if a 
man's public lifo were /free from scan- 
dal, and if he proved an efficient min- 
ister or officer of the government, hla 
private should not be too carefully In- 
ciuircd into. "We are glad that this 
pernicious doctrine is being discredit- 
ed 30 generally today. A mun's pub- 
lie and private life cannot be dls.so- 
ciatcd. Tho dishonest or Immoral 
man. however clever such man may 
be In tho discharge of his otliclal du- 
ties, is an unworthy representative of 
a Christian people, and the sooner this 
coniGK to be the -unlversiiily accepted 
conviction oi tho people the better for 
our country in every way. There 
ougiit to be no neoeifslty for sitch a 
resolution of caution as that to which 
we liave referred from any body of 
citizens. AVe lio])c there was no dan- 
ger, and tliat tho peril against which 
they wisnctl to guard was Imaginary. 
For this country to be represented 
at the highest court of the realm by 
a, man on wh"so eliaracter tliere rested 
a stigma would be lunnlliation and a 
shame which years would not efface. 
It Is for the interest of all parties iurl 
classes of citizen.^; to worlc together 
for the purifying of onr public life for 
tlie estaldisluiient of one standiu'd <i£ 
morals for men in all callings and in 
all positions of life.
